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14. (new) A game according to claim 2 further comprising where said game 
account is funded through a check. 

1 5. (new) A game according to claim 2 further comprising where said game 
verifies a player's age. 

16. (new) A game according to claim 2 further comprising where said player is 
offline for a minimal fee said player will be camped on a daily basis 
with maximum protection 



REMARKS - General 

By the above amendment, Applicants have amended the title to emphasize the 
novelty of the invention. 

Applicant contends that US Patent No. 6,179,7 J 3 i$ a turn based game and is 
not relevant to the current invention. Applicant also further contends that 
Ultima Online does not have the current invention's game account system which 
allows a player to purchase upgrades for real currency while inside the game. 
The players do not have to leave the game to use the real currency game 
account. 

Also applicants have rewritten all claims to define the invention more 
particularly and distinctly so as to overcome the technical rejections and define 
the invention patentably over the prior art. 
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Conclusion 

For all of the above reasons, applicant submits that the specification and claims 
are now in proper form, and that the claims all define patentably over prior art. 
Therefore the applicant submits that this application is now in condition for 
allowance, which action is respectfully solicited.
